AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FRCM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 
Dear Resident, ce ; 


The County Council's Social Services Department which has an annual budget of 
over £3); million has been underteking a review of ite policy on the care of 
children in Residential Homes end Fostering throughout the County. The review 

is nearing compietion and its proposals will go before the Committee during tho 
summer for consideretion and approval. There are some 900 children whose ages 
range from birth to 16 in the area of the Local Authority and approximately 25% 
of the Social Services budget is spent on their care. About 700 children are 
fostered and depending on the needs of the individual child Fonter Parents can 
receive uv to £60-£70 ver week. The remainder are in Residential Care Establish- 
nents throughout the County, the cost of this residential care varies but it can 
be es high as £360-£370 per week. The County also accomodates children referred 
by the courts +o Secure Accomodation Home north of Peterborough whore costs are 
Significantly higher, Cambridgeshire has atove average cares of children in care 
compored to other County Councils, it alco keeps a register of children at rick 
and in recent years between 200 and 500 children have been added to this register 
each year. The review looks carefully at al] these factors to sea how bost the 
service may meet the demands placed on it by the community. 


Legislation comes into force next year which enebles Iocal Authorities to put 
gone services out to local tender, amongst services to be included in this 
legislation are 3ome aspects of cleaning, maintainence of vehicles and grounds, 
these to be phased in over a number of years. The County Council will be 
preparing detailed Tender Contracts in readiness for the legislation. Local 
Authorities will tender for-work in direct competition with the private sector 
on an equ2]) basis with no hidden subsidies. The County Council already runs a 
direct labour organisaticn with competitive tendering in relation to many of 
its Highway activities. The new legislation will be a natural extension of this 
and will enable the Local Authorities to keep caraiat, checks that corvices 
provided are a} the most efficient level.

SOME THOUGHTS ON LEAVING BAR HILL 

After nearly 20 years in Bar Hill we obviously leave with some 
regrets. When we arrived here in August 19648 the school was a small 
block consisting of the two halls and four classrooms, and that was 
still unfinished. Keymarkets was about to open and was to be the 
only shop at that time. The newsagents functioned from a house in 
Gladeside and there was no Post Office. Neither The Fox, the Hotel, 
Church Centre or Health Centre had been built or even started. 

Robin Close and Gladeside, Acorn Avenue and Almond Grove, were the 
only completed roads although Otter Close and Otter Gardens had been 
started (soon to be known as “up the hill"). To get out of Bar Hill 
on the A604 ane literally "diced with death” queuing up to join the 
traffic into Cambridge. There was to be a serious accident when a 
car ploughed into the bus queue waiting on the A604 before the 
Flyover was started. 


So we have seen many changes over the last few years and have hope- 
fully played a part in the develcpment of the community spirit of 
Bar Hill. Although the village has often suffered from adverse 
press we who live here know that it is the people who make it and 
there has always been a caring conmunity here. 


In the past 20 years we have made many friends and particularly in 
the iast i2 months their friendship and loyalty have helped us to 
come through difficult times. We had hoped to stay here to see the 
completien of Bar Hill but this seems a good time to move on. The 
new headmaster at the school must feel free to develop things in 
his own way and we must make the break. We felt that this would 

be inpessible whilst we continued to live here. 


S> on 24th May we shall be moving to 16 Granta Close, Witchford, Nr. 
Ely. ¥2s hope to keep in touch with Bar Hill and much appreciate the 
kind sesture of the Residents Association in giving us Lite Member- 
ship. So we shall continue to read the Residents Newsletter and 
mark off the milestones in the development of the village. 

Ve snall be pleased to see any of you who wish to call on us at 
Witchtord. Guddenly a large part of our life has come to a 
cenciucion and we must put down new roots. Perhaps a good thing 

if only resulting in a complete “clear out” of 20 years accumulation 
ef adds and ends at 21 Acorn Avenue.

I think that most people wovld agree that a river-side walk can be 
an asset to any community. I would not claim that the “ditch" falls 
into this category but it is a feature of the village which could 
have been synpathetically developed. 


Unfortunately it seems to me that Messrs. Wilcon have missed a great 


\. Oppertunity to be creative. Their Watermead site fronting the 


®*ditch" ie most disappointing. 


I have feon a copy of the plans and am amazed that some of these 
dwellinos appear to have been built closer to the "ditch" than 
specified. I am not a qualified surveyor but I would have thought it 
ecbvious that slippage of the bank would occur and this has happened 
in two places (so fer!). 


It has Eoen suggested that mistakes were made with measuring out the 
Plots at the top and this has carried on down the hill. I this was 
the case then surely the. logical solution would have been to make the 
gardons slightiy smaller. 


The result is a vivid constrast - a wide attractive and well co- 


ordinatcad grassed area on the Appletrees side which allows people to 


walk atang its length and easy access for maintenance. The Uaternead 
site has none of this, some gardens and a garage driveway have been 
built right up to the bank. 


I’m suro that i# I had built a house which did not comply with the 
crioinal pians, South. Cambs. District Council would have been very 
efficient in pointing out the error of my ways. 


Ancthor couse for concern is the poor quality of the surface drainage 
outlets which are built into the sides of the bank. There are creat 
lumps of concrete sticking out of the ground and fed by a pipet wnhich 
has in ¢eore cases become detached and therefore allows water to flow 
under the concrete. This will in time erode nore of tho bank. 


Finally I would ltike to remind reaters of the recent attempt to build 
three and four storey accommodation near the spine fcotpath. think 
thia graphically illustrates the aestheticism of the develovers. I'm 
sure that this application will be re-submitted in a modified forn 
unti: eventually they are successful. ;
